tured upon. The independent candidacy of Mr.

The 
warmth of the struggle here centers iu the ottice of 
city commissioner, and trading of condidates is ac- 
tively relied on. In republican wards many demo- 
cratic votes are secured to Bailey, republican candi- 
date for state treasurer, in exchange for votes for 
Haggerty and McMenamin, democratic candidates 
for city commissioners; but there are strong hopes 
forthe success of Curson and Krumbhaar, inde- 
pendent candidates for the last named offices. Rep- 
resentatives of the commission of one hundred are 
supplied with both republican and democratic 
tickets for state treasurer and recorder of deeds, but 
the names of Carson and Krumbhaar are appended 
te each. 

fhe election passed off quietly. Little interest 
was manifested anda very light vote polled. Re- 
turns from Alleghany county are coming in slowly 
owing to a large amount of scratching done on the 
county ticket. Bailey, republican, for state treasu- 
rer, it is estimated, will have 5,000 plurality over 
Noble, democrat. 

Although this is an off year in Pennsylvania pol- 
itics, great interest is manifested in the result here. 
Large crowds surrounded the newspaper officrs this 
evening and watched eagerly for the returns.

PHILADELPHIA, November 8&.—Twenty-five out of 
thirty-one wards of Philadelphia give Baily, repub- 
lican, for state treasurer, 1,1200 plurality over No- 

le, democrat, Wolf, inpendent, received 1,108 
‘otes in these 25 wards. 

Ati o’clock the returns from 54 counties in the 
state, including Philadelphia and Alleghany eoun- 
ties, show a plurality of 6,000 for Bailey, republi- 
can, forstate treasurer. This indicates that Bai- 
ley’s plurality will reach about 12,000. At 1 o'clock 
this morning the republicans claim a majority 
in the state of 15,000 for Bailey 
over Noble, based upon the inervase 
of the republican voth in this city and that of Lack- 
awanha county and a few of the interior counties. 
The democratic chairman is not willing to concede 
Noble's defeat, but thinks the republican majority 
in this city will be overcome by later returns from 
the state.

FROM WASHINGTON. 


The Movement for the Admiaaion of a New State—The 
Proposed Kedustion of the Whisky Tax. 


WaAsHINGTON, November 8.—The move- 
ment for the admission of a new 
state, to be formed out of Dakota, has taken 
more shape than hasgenerally been supposed. 
Republican senators look to itas a means of 
securing two more senators to their party. 
The bill is already prepared and “more than 
one speech has been written. [t will be op- 
posed by some democrats certainly, and pos- 
sibly by all but David Davis, who has been 
secured te favor it. 

First Assistant Postmaster-General Hatton, 
has returned from Iowa, and resumed the 
charge of his oflice. He will also act as 
postmaster general during James’s absence. 

The internal revenue bureau does not favor 
the proposed reduction of the whisky tax 
from ninety to fifty cents per gallon. In his 
forthcoming report, Commissioner Raum will 
neither recommend a reduction nor advise 
directly against it. He will state the amount 
of revenue derived ftom whisky, and that the 
proposed reduction will cut down the amount 
without benetiting the producers or consum- 
ers. The revenue officials regard the move- 
ment forareduction as inaugurated wholly 
by middlemen, who, they say, would make 
all the profit. The whisky trade will also op- 
pose the reduction. As millions of dollars 
worth of whisky is held in bond, to reduce 
the tax would demoralize the trade badly. 
The commissioner may in his report point 
out this effect. There will be a determined 
effort té get congress to reduce the tax, and it 
is said a big lobby with plenty of money will 
be here in the interest of the movement. The 
influence of the treasury and revenue bureau 
will be against the reduction.
